Equality of Punishment So Harped
on by the Press.

WHAT, IN REALITY, IT MEANS.

The Case of Captain Carter Taken as a Sample.
The Viciousness of Following Men Inside
the Walls and Persecuting Them Because
They Cannot Help Belng Gentlemen and
Prominent Before They Fell,

unfortunate soldier and gentleman who

has all his life associated with the

cream of the very best elements of s0-
clety, suddenly finds himself subjected
to a discipline primarily devised for
eriminals by instinct, practice and
choice, whose associations have from
their birth been of unspeakable vile
ness, And because the prison officais,
who are generally callous to these
things, are touched by the gentlemanly
dignity and irrepressible breeding of
this fallen man, who suffers not only
the physiscal discipline provided for
the government of criminals, but un-
dergoes mental tortures these crimi-
nals have no conception of and are
free from, the press jumps with beth
feet upon the prison management for
showing the unfortunate officer some
favors not prescribed by the rules, but
which are not prohibited and are left
diseretionary with the warden and his

i
guards,

"sereed going the rounds of the press,

tonching this matter:

if common report is to be trusted,
a scandal of considerable moment is
mrewing at Fort Leavenworth, that
may result in the degradation of tne

even though ke knew that after trial,
conviction, and mmurement in the
penitentiary for a single day he would
be restored to lils ' Few, very few,
indeed, our experience leads us to be-

lieve that there Id not be found a
single afficer or banker who would suf-
fer the disgrace of even entering the
penitentdary as convict for any sum of
money What then? Well, we ¢laim
that inasmuch as decently raised men

are not sent to prison to be reformed,
as the professional amd vicious crim-
inal is, they ought not to he treated
alike, either in the gentence by the
court nor in di pline by the prison
management. And what we say of the
banker applies to all other crimes com-
mitted by decently raised members of
the non-eriminal classes, We are not
advocating priviliged clasgs immunity
in this, but the equality of punishment
for which the unthinking press is such
a stickler, but which is, as administer-
ed at present, the most glaringly un-
equal punishment for the same offense
tnat the perverted ingenuity of man
ever invented, A sentence and pun-
ishment which makes no allowance for
the mentality of the prisoner, and fails
to distingnish any difference in the
types of human beings who s to bhe

The Theory of Captain Symmes on
the Earth's Hollowness.

INTERIOROF THIS EARTHLY SHELL

Inhabitated, and the Discoverer of the Pole
oan Steer Safely Through from End 1o End
Many Facts Cited in Symmes Book which go
fo Prove His Theory— Timely Article on
Polar Expeditions.

Who has not heard of “Symmes
Hole?" Thereis no Okio man, at least,
in ignorance of Captain Symmes and
his celebrated theory of the hollowness
of the earth Scientists have heard
and laughed over this theory, that by
boring deep enough the earth could
be holed at any point in the habitable
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else. It could never strike the mind of
a practical American, even though he
is animated by a spirit of humanity
and reform, to adopt this British sys-
tem of providing homes, lands and
wives for the American convicts, And
yet, it was a paying investment for
England. She bufit up a magnificent
empire in the Antipodes from which
much gold and many millions of prof-
its on her investments resulted, be
aides solving the then problem of her
over-crowded prisons and her sparsely
gettled colonies.

The Senator makes . e general error
of confounding all first termers under
the one robust, manual labor head, nor
does he make any allowance for the
professional and skilled artisan con
viet. He dumps them all as laborers
black and white, intellectual and phy
ical, refined and coarse, married and
gingle, native and foreigner, old and
young, and it only astonishes us that
he made any distinction of sex. The
Senator's scheme is only one degree re-
moved to what he saw in the swamps
of Arkansas and Mississippi, It is ex-

ceedingly crude, and, if enforced by

law, it would result in scores of sui
cides among the more refined and edu-
cated prisoners and blasting humilia-
tion as well as untold mental suffering
to their relatives. Has the Senator
even a conception of the standing of
thousands of Northern prisoners and
the influence of their families and
friends? And does he imagine that in
an attempt to consign to such a fright-
ful fate as a laborer on arid lands of
the ex-banker, official, merchant, phys
ician, editor, and other professional
men. besides the skilled artisan and
hitherto respectable heads of families,
he would meet with no opposition in
the Congress of the United States?

When the Philippine islands fell into
the hands of the United States it was
proposed to send our convicts there,
and a symposium of opinions were pub-
lished concerning the scheme from all
the leading prenologists in the United
States.

The concensus of expert opinion was

to the effect that convicts with their |

families willing to expatriate them
galves and commence life in this new
country should be permitted to emi-
grate and that prisoners ald societies
and kindred philanthropic organiza
tions should address themselves to the
tagk of aiding and encouraging ex-
convicts te find homes in these isgland
possessions, where they might begin
the battle of life anew, free from the
handicap which ever clings to them in
this country of being prison birds, ete

It is true that long confinement be:
hind the walls of a prison enervates
and unmaps the best of men and bt
a few choice spirits eut of the thon
sands subjected to the maddening tor
ture are ever able to shane off the aw
ful effects, mentally and physically,
which are the concomittants of “life
behind the walls,” It is equally true
that fewer still have ever or will ever
be reformed, if they needed reforming
when immured, hy this species of dis
ciplinary punishment But, as stated
in these papers, the accidental convict,
as a rule, needs no reforming, His on¢
crime was his first and will be his
last, irrespective of the period of his
fmprisonment, This fact soclety rec
ognizes and its mouthpiece, the press,
makes a tacit admission of the fact

born villain, who has all his life, and
will to the end thereof, prey upon the
property and take the life of man,
woman or child in the pursuit of any
eriminal attainment calling for nl‘.h
action as calmly, mercilessly, and d¢
noerately as an honest citizen cuts the
head off a chicken for hig Sunday din-
net These viclous and abandoned
wretches are known to the prison of
ficials, who humanely try to inspire
them with some redeeming human
qualities, that they might be fitted, on
their discharge from prison, to take up
some honest calling, A small per cent

Wumerically, they are a very small per
cent of the vast body of the convicts,
either of the accidental or professional
class, pvl'h:’l])S not one in fifty but “hf"
they lack in numbers they make up in
active depravity, It is one of this
class who objects to a uvmlvln:ln.vl'».\'
preeding and association all his life,
being tre:
gelf, and the press take up his com-
plaint to the ridicule of the prison of
ficial and the disgust of every sympa-
tnetic and decently bred man or wom-
an who reads the stuff, Perhapa Cap-
tain Carter, since his confinement, has
rendered service to the State in one
hour of more value to the prison and
its management than this complaining
‘professional” could render in an en
tire vear

But, setting this aside, let only the
tact of the equal punishment of Cap-
tain Carter or men of his class and the
punishment of the professional erim
inal he considered, If equality of pun

! {shment includes mental as weH as

physical suffering, which it unques
tionably does, then Captain Carter, for
every hour he serves behind the walls
as “, convict, is undergoing a year of
the professional eriminal’s punish
ment. for this latter class can be pun-
isned only through #heir physical suf-
ferings, The banker, army officer or
other well raised, refined and edu-
cated eitizen who ig sentenced by the
courts to a term of years in the penl-
tentiary receives a sentence originally
designed and intended for the coarse,
brutalized and professional eriminal,
who can be reached alone through his
physical sufferings When, therefore
the same penalty is provided by law,
and inflicted upon an hitherto honest,
reputable and refined citizen, the court
and society inflicts not an equality of
punishment but the most glaring 'in
equality, and in favor of the man with
a list of crimes from his birth as
against the

“Fhousand virtunes linked but to a
gingle crime.”

The decent citizen who goes through
the ordeal of trial, conviction and im-
murement in the penitentiary suffers
more torture in his fall from respected
ind honored peerhood than all the pro
fesaional convicts in our prisons put
together endure in a ten-year sentence,
What. to this class, is liberty? To sat

Eprror Grone: Will you kindly in-
form me what ig the rate of legal in-
terets allowed to a mortgage loan com-
pany doing business # Washington?
I refar to the loan companies giving
loang on furniture and household
goods. The reason for my inquiring is
this: I know a widow who got a loan
of $40 on her furniture, and she was
required to gign a contract to pay off
twelve notes of $6.15 each, The $6.15
to bhe paid each month, She hasg al-
ready paid off ten of these, and holds
the receipts to show for it. Now the
company claims she owes them two
more payvments, which of conrse she
does according to the terms. But isn't
this rate of interest most exhorbitant
and illegal? They threaten to take
her furniture if the remaining pay-
ments are not made. Can they do it
under the laws of the District?

I must explain that when the loan
was taken she had a gcod position,
and saw her way clear to pay out, but
was soon after discharged, and found
it impossible to keep up the payments
But with sewing a few dayvs at this
and that place, at 756 cents and some
times a dollar per day, and half starv-
ing herself and going hair clothed,
being threatened and dogged by the
company if she fell behin. a few days
or weeks, she mapaged to make all
but the last two payvments, which the
company say must be macue in August,
I am not writing this for publication,
but merely to explain the circumstan-
ces in the case, and get the des
information in next SBunday's Globe,
not only for my own benefit but for
others in Washington who who might
have fallen into the clutches of thése
relentless grabbers. The name of the
firm referred to is the Columbia Loan
and Guarantee Company, on F street
N. W., between Sixth and Seventh
streets If they are doing unlawful
business in charging such a premium
on money, I hope you will give them
such a roast and expose that they
will he compelled to go out of busi-

would be out of sight., The meridian
lines extend at right angles from the
equator to the outer edges of the ver-
ges, and tuese wind along the surface
of the verges, terminating at the
points directly under the highest part
of the verges both north and south.

The line whick marks the location
of the apex of the northern verge be-
gins at a point in Lapland about 68
degrees north and 20 east from lLon-
don on a meridian traversing Spitz
bergen, whence it passes southwest
across the Atlantic ocean an.. to the
southern part of Greenland, through
Hudsgon's Bay and ove the continent
to the Pacifie, near Cook's ITulet thence
acrogs the Fox islands to a point about
56 degrees north and 160 west, nearly
south of Behring's straits Then it
pagses oover the Pacifie, crossing the
south part of Kamtchatka, continuing
northwest through Siberia, entering
FEurope across the Ural mountains,
about 60 degrees north, and passing
near the Arctic coast, over the mouth
of the White Sea, to the point of start-
ing,

Captain Symmes was born in New
Jersey in 1780, entered the army in
1802, as an ensign, distinguished him-
self in the war of 1812, rising to the
rank of captain, and left the army
when peace was declared. For three
years he was engaged im furnishing
supplies to the troops up the Mi»sou-
ri, but from that time forward he de-
voted himself to the examination and
development of a system of cosmology
which he had deduced from nis stud-
ies. and which he made known to the
country by lectures before the facul-

ties and students of various colleges |

and by letters to the newspapers,
There are some persons still livieRg
who heard his lecture¢, and one of
them prepared and published in the
Atlantic Monthly of April, 1873, was
a long article explanatory ef his the-
ory of concentric sphereg, Captain
Symmes spent a great deal of his
time and much labor in endeavoring to
get Congress to apprapriate money for
an Arctic expedition by which he
might test the correctness of his views
so far as the earth was concerned;
and so patriotic wag he, and so sure
that such an expedition would redound
to the honor and profit of the country,
that he refused to listen to overtures
from the Rusgian government which
showed a disposition to attempt an
expedition in accordance with his
views, Captain Symmes died in 1829,
after exciting a good deal of interest
in hig views, but without making any
converts zealous enough to contend
ag he had for an opportunity to test
them, and they spadually faded from
the public memory, and neither Kane
nor Hayes nor Hall seem ever to have
heard of tnem, though many of their
ohservations strengthen his position.

Captain Symmes lived at Newport,
Ky., across the river from Cincinnati
and 1t was there that he wrote his
famous theory, ‘“‘Concentric Spheres.”
There are numerous cavities or holes
in Ohio and Kentucky which are
gshown to unsophisticated visitors as
“Symmes' Hole,” but it is superfluous
to state that he never had any such
holes dug, as to penetrate a thousand
mileg through toe bowels of the
earth was too absurd for a man of
Captain  Symmes' scientific  attain
ments
